Paunack’s statem ent came In re­ 
ply to questions by Senator Bingham, 
republican, Connecticut, board mem­ 
ber. 
“Do you know of any pilots who 
fear to come before an investigating 
board and express' their views on avi­ 
atio n ?”

that some pilots feared to express 
their views. 
B artlett said ninety per cent of 
the naval air personnel favor a sep­ 
arate a ir corps for the navy. 
B artlett, who commanded the nav­ 
al air forces during the 1921 bomb­ 
ing tests, said the two obsolete bat­ 
tleships could have been sunk im­ 
mediately, were it not for orders in 
force. 
“We could have sunk those ships 
alm ost immediately had we been per­ 
mitted to do so,” he said.

der consideration. 
The proposals were handed to the 
French at a IO minute Joint meeting 
of the two commissions this morning 
and a reply is expected from them at 
another Joint meeting scheduled at 3 
P. M. today. 
This eleventh hour 
development 
followed a visit by Secretary of the 
Treasury Mellon and other members 
of the Amerean commission to the 
White House and the issuance of a 
sensational statement by Mellon re­ 
pudiating 
authorized 
statements 
from the French side that a ten ta­ 
tive agreement on terms and the se­ 
curity clause had been reached by 
sub-committees of the two commis­ 
sions last night. 
The French were completely attent 
concerning the rebuff and following 
the debt meeting retired behind the 
doors of the French embassy room 
from which they refused to be drawn 
for comment. 
Several purported ex­ 
planations of Mellon’s action 
were 
current around the capital immedi­ 
ately following his 
announcement, 
none of which could be harmonized 
with the words of his statement, but 
which, nevertheless, found support­ 
ers. 
That the president refused to sanc­ 
tion the results of the informal work 
of the sub-committees and refused to 
assume responsibility for it, 
with 
the American commission divided on 
it, was a theory frequently advanced. 
This, however, did not accord with 
Melton s statement that no propoeal 
had been submitted to the president 
and there was no difference of opin­ 
ion among the American commission­ 
ers whatever.

REPORT TEMPORARY 
SETTLEMENT ARRANGED 
Washington, Ort. I.— A temporary 
settlement of the French debt was 
reached here today between French 
and American debt funding commis­ 
sions. 
It provides that France shall make 
certain payments for the next five 
years when the French rapacity to 
pay will again be discussed by the 
two countries. 
The French debt mission will leave 
Washington immediately for France. 
The annual payment on account

of the Amerean commission to the 
White House and th e issuance of a 
sensational s ta te m en t by Mellon re 
pudiating 
authorized 
statem ents 
from the F re n ch side th a t a tenta- 
ive agreement on term s and the se­ 
curity clause had been reached by 
sub-committees of the two com mis­ 
sions last night. 
Tile French w'ere completely sHent. 
concerning the rebuff and following 
the debt meeting retired behind the 
doors of the French embassy room 
from which they refused to be drawn 
for comment. 
Several purported ex­ 
planations of M ellon’s action 
were 
current around the capital immedi­ 
ately following his 
announcement, 
none of w’hich could be harmonized 
with the words of his statement, but 
which, nevertheless, found support­ 
ers. 
That the president refused to sanc­ 
tion the results of the informal work 
of the sub-committees and refused to 
assume responsibility for it, 
with 
the American commission divided on 
it, was a theory frequently advanced 
This, however, did not accord with 
Mellon'g statement that no proposal 
had been submitted to the president 
and there was no difference of opin­ 
ion among the American commission­ 
ers whatever.

ENGLAND LOWERS REDISCOUNT 
RATE 
New York, Oct. I.—Wall street had 
its fears over the money situation re­ 
lieved in unexpected fashion today.
